ing sent to Indochina. 

The Communist party charged 
today that its mail is being cen- 
sored by the government. 

The Communist statement coin-

MEXICAN BANKS CUT CREDIT 
TO PROTECT VALUE OF PESO 


MEXICO CITY, June 9 (AP)— 
Mexican bankers cut down on 
credits today, crossed their fin- 
gers and hoped Mexico’s dollar 
reserves are big enough to pro- 
tect the peso against strong down- 
ward pressure.

Other Fasts Famous in ‘History 
Recalled by Death of Preacher BASE 


Irish Patriot Died in British Prison After 748 
Days Without Food — Gandhi Went 
on Many Hunger Strikes. 


NEW YORK, June 9 (AP)—The 
death of the Rev, J. J, Ivie of | 
Cherryville, Mo., today in the 
Sist day of his fast recalled other 


' famous fasts. ; 
As far back as the records of 


mankind go, various people for 
various reasons for various peé- 
riods of time have stopped eating. 

They've done it for religious 
reasons, or as protests against 
governments. or laws, or to at- 
tract attention to their troubles, 
or, in many cases, simply to at- 
tract attention. 

Some have died. 

Probably the most sensational 
case in modern history was that 
of Terence James MacSwiney, 
Irish patriot and Lord Mayor of 
Cork, who died in a British 
prison in 1920 after fasting for 
74 days. 

So did three of his Irish nation- 
alist companions, one of whom 
lived 76 days. The Columbia en- 
cyclopedia calls this the longest 
known fast. 

The man who probably did most 
to make the fast a political 
weapon was the late Mohandas 
K. Gandhi, Indian nationalist and 
advocate of non-violent resistance 
to Britain, 

Ten times he embarked on fasts, 
often in religious penance. Once, 
he didn’t eat for 21 days in pro- 
'test against British conduct. 


. His son, Manilal, also has used 


the hunger strike—for 14 days 
running—in opposition to South 
African segregation laws. 

In the United States in recent 
wtimes, a widely publicized “fast- 
ing death” was that of Joseph D. 


McCalister, a 34-year-old ma- 
chinist of Chrisman, IIL. in 1949. 

He said, “The Lord told me not 
to eat. I’ve got to repent for my 
sins. I can’t eat again until I get 
an OK from God, Himself.” He 
quit eating, and after 104 days, 
died. 

But the fasting was interrupted 
for a few days when he was taken 
to.a hospital and given nourish- 
ment in his veins. 

A German, Wily Schmitz, who 
in ‘1948, locked himself ‘in a 


| Frankfort zoo cage with nothing 
but soda and cigarettes, claimed 


his 53 days without food was a 
world’s record. He lost 72 
pounds. 

The Rev. Israel Harding Noe, 
dean of St. Mary’s Cathedral, 
Memphis, Tenn., fasted 22 days 
until he was force-fed in a hose 
pital. His fast ended Jan. 23; 
1948, Dean- Noe was trying. to: 
prove man’s immortality with the 
help of: God.

CHICAGO, June 9. , 
D. Eisenhower challenged today a 


move by backers of Senator Robert A. Taft to name Gen. Doug- 


national convention keynoter. 


J. Russel Sprague, New York national committeeman, told this 
reporter the Eisenhower forces are opposed to selection of Mac- 
Arthur because he has publicly supported Taft in the pre-convention 


campaign. 

At the same time, Walter Halla- 
nan, West Virginia national com- 
mitteeman, predicted the conven- 
tion arrangements committee will 
name MacArthur ‘to the post at a 
meeting tomorrow. Hallanan is a 
Taft supporter. 

Sprague said the Eisenhower 
backers have no candidate for 
keynoter or temporary chairman 
of the convention. 

“We are going to be definitely 
opposed to MacArthur,” Sprague 
said. “We do not think anybody 
who has been particularly and 
vehemently active in supporting 
any candidate should be the key- 
noter. The selection of such a 
man would make it obvious to 
the public that he cannot be non- 
partisan.” 


Outvoted, He Concedes. 

Sprague conceded that the 
Eisenhower forces will be out- 
voted in the arrangements com- 
mittee by Taft backers. 

“That doesn’t make any differ- 
ence to us, because we are fight- 
ing for a_ principle,” Sprague 
declared. 

The New York committeeman 
said that so far as he is con- 
corned any of several prominent 
Republicans would be acceptable 
to him as keynoter. 

In this connection he listed 
Senators William Knrowland of 
California, Harry Cain of Wash- 
ington, Eugene Millikin of Colo- 
rado and Gov. Howard Pyle of 
Arizona. He said there were 
others available who also might 
be acceptable. 

Arthur H. Vandenberg Jr., dep- 
uty campaign director for Eisen- 
hower, said that Eisenhower “will 
take no personal stand” for or 
against MacArthur as the pos- 
Sible keynoter. He added that 
“if there is any more to be said 
it will have to come from our 
national campaign headquarters 
in Washington.” 

Hallanan told a reporter he 
doesn’t see how the Eisenhower 
foreés can object to having Mac- 

ur Keynote the convention, 


®Great Public Figure.’ 

“He is a great public figure 
and he would make a great Re- 
publican speech,” Hallanan said. 

Supporters of Taft appeared 
agreed on a slate which would 
put MacArthur, Knowland, Repre- 
sentative Joseph Martin of Massa- 
chusetts, and national chairman 
Guy G. Gabrielson in key con- 
vention posts. 

Unless plans are changed at the 
last minute, the Taft backers may 
ask the convention arrangements 
committee tomorrow to choose 
MacArthur as the keynoter with- 
out his having to assume the 
duties of temporary chairman. 
Usually the keynoter, who makes 
the first major speech of the con- 
vention, also is temporary chair- 
man. 

MacArthur is reported to have 
said he would accept the key- 
noter job, but would not like to 
preside, even briefly. - 

The temporary chairman passes 
on part of the procedure by which 
the convention votes on the seat- 
ing of contested delegations. Ga- 
rielson, who opens the conven- 
tion here July 7 as national chair- 
man, might be designated to con- 


tinue as the temporary gavel 
wielder. 


Gabrielson -has taken no part 
in the pre-convention presidential 
nomination campaign and thus 
might be one of the few with 
neutral views available to rule 
on what promises to be a bitter 
floor fight over the disputed 
Texas delegation. 


also has not been identified with 
either major presidential candi- 
date and appeared in line for se- 
lection as permanent chairman. 

Knowiand won re-election to 
the Senate in the June 3 Cali- 
fornia primary by takipg both the 
Republican and Democratic party 
nominations. 

In recognition of this feat he 
may be offered the chairmanship 
of the convention platform com- 
mittee. He igs a severe critic of 
the Truman Administration’s Far 
Eastern policies but has support- 
ed military aid to European allies, 

Knowland is backing the presi- 
dential nomination bid of Gov. 
Earl Warren of California. 

This slate would deny Eisen- 
hower’s backers a place among 
the top officials of the July con- 
vention and many of them were 
counseling a fight, particularly 
against the prospective choice of 
MacArthur as keynoter. 

They apparently are outnum- 
bered by Taft ‘men on the ar- 
rangements committee, however. 

MacArthur has been an open 
supporter of Taft and Ralph Cake, 
Oregon national committeeman 
who is backing Eisenhower, said 
he for one, opposes selection of 
the oustedsPacific commander for 
the keynoter’s job. 

“I don’t think anyone as com- 
mitted as he is to a candidate

MacArthur critics might be 
hampered in any attack they made 
on him by the praise Eisenhower 
gave his fellow five-star general 
at an Abilene (Kan.) press con-

At that time, Eisenhower said 
he has tremendous respect for 
MacArthur’s “intellectual and 
professional capacity.” He said 
if he became President and Mac- 
Arthur, with his knowledge of the 
Far East, were available “I 
should certainly want to know 
what he thinks about it.” 

Taft went much further yes- 
terday in declaring if he were

po Outside of its choice of a tem- 
porary chairman, the arrangements 
committee appeared unlikely to 
take any part in a prospective 
convention battle over the seating 
of disputed Southern delegations.

WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP). 

HE Communists have had 

germ weapons ready for at 

least 15 years, according to 
their own claims, but so far have 
not dared use them, even in their 
Korean aggression. 

A close and constant watch is 
maintained by United States bio- 
logical warfare experts on the 
battlefront and rear areas in 
Korea. 

To date, there has been no evi- 
dence that the Reds either have 
used or have in the Korean war 
zone the equipment for bacterio- 
logical warfare, a spdékesman for 
Defense Department scientists 
said today. 

He disclosed, in answer to a 
reporter’s question, that a report 
of a suspected bacteriological 
warfare plant in North Korea had 
proved unfounded. He said this is 
what happened: - 

A. United Nations forces 
pushed into North Korea in the 
offensive of late 1950 a report 
was received by headquarters 
that a laboratory was in the 
Pyongyang area. 

Alert to a possible attempt by 
Russia’s satellite forces to make a 
battlefield test of BW, American 
authorities dispatched airborne 
troops to seize the building. At 
the same time, biological experts 
were flown from United States 
headquarters. in Tokyo to the 
scene. 

They found that it was indeed 
a laboratory of sorts—but that it 
was used only for public health 
and disease control. Nothing was 
found in the equipment or bio- 
logical materials which could be 
used in offensive germ warfare. 

The spokesman said up to now 
no other evidence has been found 
of any immediate Communist 
preparation to use germ warfare 
in Korea. 

U.S. Could Strike Back. 

Why haven’t the Communists 
resorted to microbe warfare? 

The answer, top American mili- 
tary men say, is that the United 
States is prepared to strike back 
with the same weapon in over- 
whelming power. 

Secretary of Defense Robert 
Lovett pointed this up recently. 
In’ a press conference he de- 
nounced Communist charges that 
the United States had used both 
BW and toxic gas weapons in Ko- 
rea as “abominable, malicious 
falsehood.” He added that the 
Communist technique usually has 
been to. charge someone else in 
advance with a crime the Com- 
munists propose to commit. He 
posed the question: Does the 
Communist charge mean they pro- 
pose to try that kind of warfare? 
And he concluded by saying, “If 
they do, they’ll lose just the same 
— they'll wish they had never 
been born.” 

Lovett left no doubt the United 
States was ready to meet that 
kind of game. Behind his words 
stands a big BW laboratory plant 
in Maryland and a proving ground 
in Utah. 2 
Red Claim in 1938. 

To back up information obvi- 
ously gleaned from other sources 
showing that the Kremlin started 
preparation for germ warfare long 
ago, American officials cite 
speeches by Soviet officials. 

Among them is one made on 
Feb. 22, 1938, by Marshal 
Voroshilov, at that time Commis- 
sar of Defense. Voroshilov said 
if toxic or bacterial weapons were 
used against the U.S.S.R. “we are 
prepared and fully prepared to 
use them also and to use them 
— aggtessors on their own 


American officials are wary of 


{telling what is known of Soviet 


preparations for BW. To hint at 
what is known would be to en- 
danger the source of intelligence 
and the lives of agents. 

There have been some hints 
from other sources. The news- 
paper Die Tat of Zurich, Switzer- 
land, carried an article last March 
on the Communist charges of 
biological warfare in Korea, Die 
Tat said: : 

“A Russian expert who suc- 
ceeded three years ago in escap- 
ing to Great Brnain states with 
all details that at Eupatoria (near 
Baku), at Bjerzinsk and Omsk, 
centers of bacteriological research 
have been established under the 
leadership of Prof. Worenin.”

The nature of: this dilemma is 


clear. 

If Eisenhower is to become 
president, he must first win the 
votes of 604 delegates to the 
Republican national convention. 
He must then win the votes of 
28,000,000 Americans, or what- 
ever number will constitute a 
majority at the polls next No- 
vember. 

The difference 
and 28,000,000 is more than 
mathematical. The majority of 
American voters do not neces- 
sarily harbor the same political 
opinions and prejudices as 604 
professional Republicaf_politi- 
cians. In fact, not since 1928 have 
the majority of Americans voted 
for the candidate chosen by ‘the 
majority of the delegates to a 
Republican convention. 

Eisenhower's real strength, 
moreover, lies not with the ac- 
tive, regular Republicans, but 
with the independent voters whe 
determine elections in these 
times. The independent voters 
have no representation ‘at party 
conventions. Therefore in coming 
weeks the pressure will be very 
heavy on Eisenhower to prove 
himself just as orthodox a Re- 
publican as Senator Robert A. 
Taft himself, in order to cross 
his first hurdle and win the es- 
sential 604 to his side. 

Eisenhower’s Response. 

So far, Eisenhower has not 
succumbed to this pressure. Parts 
of his speech last Wednesday 
were obviously designed to an- 
swer the charges of Senator Taft 
and his adherents that Eisen- 
hower is a “fake Republican,” 
beholden to the Democrats. But 
wnlike ‘Senator Taft, Eisenhower

Senator Joe McCarthy, nor (de- 
spite kind words for his old chief) 
the policy of Gen. Douglas Mc- 
Arthur in the Far East. He has 
spoken out for economy—as who 
has not?—but not at the price of 
sacrificing the western alliance. 
On most domestic issues he has 
landed about as close as possible 
to the political center. 

Yet as the competition for wav- 
ering delegates becomes more 
bitter, and the tension mounts, 
the temptation to move further 
to the right on this or that issue, 
in order to please this faction or 
that of the Republican party, will 
mount with it. 

Moreover, Eisenhower is a 
politician now whether he likes 
it or not, and it is the job of a 
politician to win. 


He will be deluged with ad- 
vice, but the final decision on the 
course he is to take will be his 
and will thus depend on the na- 
ture of the man himself. 

Kansas City Incident. 

Here it may be worth recalling 
an incident which took place last 
Tuesday night at the Kansas City 
airport, svhen Eisenhower landed 
there—his first landing as a polit- 
ical candidate in civilian clothes. 
He was met, net by the military 
guard of honor to which he has 
been accustomed, but by a small 
disorderly mob of politicians from 
the area. 

One of these, a tall man with

It seems a reasonable guess 
that the majority of American 
voters who will decide the next 
election are also somewhere in 
the middle between Truman and 
Taft.

play. 
In short, Eisenhower’s person- 
ality, the publicly visible. nature 
of the man himself, is: a tre- 
mendous political asset ‘to. Eisen- 
hower. It is also the greatest 
political asset which has been 
available to the Republican party 
many years. 
An effective political :personal- 
ity, of course, does not necessarily 
determine the outcome of a nomi- 
nation or an election, but after 
watching Eisenhower in action, 
this reporter is convinced that he 
will be a hard man to beat, wheth- 
er in July or in November.

HE United States plans to set up in West Germany the largest 
American diplomatic establishment in the world to replace the 
present occupation machinery, However, fewer Americans will 


American officialsgsaid yesterday that the State Department 
plans call for an embassy in Bonn, six-consulates general, a special 
consular section in Berlin and 15 information officers. 


The embassy and the consu- 
lates will take over the functions 
of the United States High Com- 
mission when the Allied-West 
German peace contract and the 
related European Army treaty are 
ratified. This peace contract will 
end the seven-year occupation. 

American officials said the 
United States will have about 
1000 Americans and 3700 German 
employes throughout West Ger- 
many under this new arrange- 
ment. Before moving from Frank- 
furt to Bonn late last year the 
United States High Commission 
had 1800 American empz.oyes. 

The new embassy staff in Bonn 
will include 650 Americans and 
1700 Germans at the outset. Of- 
ficials said the number of Amer- 
icans would be sloWly reduced as 


the German Government takes 
over certain Allied activities, such 
as breaking up of the Ruhr trusts. 

Information offices will be lo- 
cated in Berlin, Bonn, Bremen, 
Duesseldorf, Hamburg, Hannover, 
Frankfurt, Kassel, Coblenz, Stutt- 
gart, Freiburg, Mannheim, Mu- 
nich, Regensburg and Nuernberg. 

A large construction program 
is planned to provide new office 
space and living quarters for the 
consulates-general. 

In Bonn, crammed to capacity 
by government workers, the State 
Department already has  bullt 
three housing projects and a 
seven-story office building at a 
cost of $23,000,000 for the em- 
bassy. This is now the headquar- 
ters for the United States High 
Commission. 


CIVILIAN CABINET 
APPOINTED IN SYRIA 
BY CHIEF OF STATE 


DAMASCUS, June 9 (AP) — 
Gen. Fawzi Selo, Syria’s chief of 
state, anuounced today an eight- 
man all-civilian cabinet. This is 
in line with Selo’s announced in- 
tention to reorganize the govern- 
ment in apparent preparation for 
neweparliamentary elections. 

Syria has been without a Parli- 
ament since Dec. 2, 1951, when 
Col. Adib Shisshekly, the coun- 
try’s man-behind-the-scenes ruler, 
named Selo as chief of state and 
ordered Parliament dissolved. At 
that time Shishekly, head of 
Syria’s armed forces, hinted that 
new elections would be held. 

The new government has abol- 
ished most of the country’s politi- 
cal parties and issued decrees 
aimed at a drastic reorganization 
of Syrian life. The decrees have 
included measures for land re- 
form, rewards for motherhood, 
and elimination of titles such as 
pasha and effendi. 

The new cabinet is headed by 
Selo as Premier. He retains 
also the interior and national de- 
fense ministries. Most of the men 
are newcomers on the political 
scene.

JAPAN’S UPPER HOUSE URGES

TOKYO, June 9 (AP)—The up- 
per house of Parliament today 
passed a resolution urging par- 
dons for Japanese war criminals 
in Tokyo’s Sugamo prison and in 
the Philippines and Australia.

Adm. Cooke’s Credentials 


What is behind Admiral Charles M. Cooke 
Jr.’s expressed belief that the United States 
should help Chiang Kai-shek recapture China? 
His words will carry exceptional weight with 
thoge.who take them at face value because he 
is an American citizen, a naval authority, and 


. former commander of the Seventh Fleet in the 


Far East, before that fleet began guarding 
Formosa. Admiral Cooke knows what a long 
and bloody war Japan waged to conquer China, 
without avail. 

Does he realiy believe that with United States 
help Chiang’s forces, not comparable in strength 
to those of Japan, could do in a generation or 
less what Japan utterly failed to do? 

What the questions come to is whether Ad- 
miral Cooke is speaking as a disinterested ob- 
server or as a partisan of Chiang’s exile govern- 
ment on Formosa. On that point some perti- 
nent facts were set down in a recent series of 

cles on “The China Lobby” in The Reporter 


According to that publication Chen Chih-mai, 
counselor of the Nationalist Chinese Embassy 
in Washington, was instrumental in bringing 
about a trip which Admiral Cooke, already re- 
tired, made to Formosa in 1949-50. Chiang 
wanted to hire a mission of retired United 
States officers without colliding with the poten- 
tially troublesome requirement that the Presi- 
dent of the United States must approve. 

Arrived on Formosa, Admiral Cooke entered 
the employ of Commerce International-China, 
an American firm under contract to the Nation- 
alist Government as its official purchasing and 
sales agent. Soon after the retired admiral 
went on the payroll the firm obtained the serv- 
ices of 16 former United States officers. 


These officers were called the American Tech- 
nical and Military Advisory Group, a high- 
sounding-name which might give the impression 
that it is an agency of the United States Gov- 
ernment, though it is composed only of private 
citizens. Presidential sanction was  circum- 
vented, and Chiang had his‘ American brass. 


Later Admiral Cooke flew from Formosa to 
Washington to testify before the McCarran com- 
mittee against John Carter Vincent, Walton But- 
terfield and Philip Jessup, whom the China 
lobby was trying to discredit as obstacles to 
further millions for Chiang from the United 
States Treasury. 

These facts are a nreasure ‘of Admiral Cooke's 
disinterestedness in proposing a United States- 
supported invasion of the Chinese mainland. 
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Lesson at Cicero 

Four Cicero officials have been found guilty 
by a federal court in connection with last July’s 
racial disorders. The federal action not only re- 
sulted from, but was invited by, a fiasco of local 
law enforcement. 

In July a Negro family tried to move into an 
apartment house in the Illinois city. A white 
mob rioted for three days, wrecked the building 
and burned the family’s furniture. But instead 
of indicting the mob leaders, a Cook county 
grand jury indicted six other persons, including 
the Negro family’s lawyer and the apartment 
house owner. 

Thus the local authorities and the grand jury 
tried to pretend, by reverse reasoning, that the 
cause of the riot was the Negro family’s moving 
into town, and the rioters had little to do with 
it. They were not indicted. 

Naturally such ridiculous charges came to 
nothing, but they did create a demand for fed- 
eral action. The Justice Department was limited 
to prosecuting law officers who misapplied the 
law, instead of the mob leaders. But the Gov- 
ernment did. its work well, and the result is the 
conviction of the police chief, two other police- 
men and the city attorney. 

This is an interesting note for an election 
year. Much is being said in the presidential cam- 
paign of the need for strengthening local au- 
thority and restricting federal power. But in 
Cicero the Federal Government acted only when 
local officials neglected their duty. And that 
kind of abandonment of local responsibility is 
too often repeated. 
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A Brave Turkish Commander

The Board of Education has been asked to 
help support an educational television station 
on Channel 9 here, and the appeal is urgent. 
St. Louis has less than a year to seize the op- 
portunity which television offers for extending 
its educational horizons. 

A few days ago Paul A. Walker, chairman 
of the Federal Communications Commission, 
warned educators that their rights to the air 
waves could not be protected if they did not 
use them. Of 2000 TV channels, 242 were re- 
served for education, but as Mr. Walker said: 


‘You educators must understand that 
these precious assignments cannot be re- 
served for you indefinitely. At the end of 
one year, the table of channel assignments 
is subject to change. The need for prompt 
action on your part is therefore obvious. 


In St. Louis, the approach has had to be 
experimental. Television is both new and ex- 
pensive, and educational television is non- 
existent. But the Mayor’s Committee on Educa- 
tional Television has prepared a tentative plan 
to use all the educational facilities of the area 
and to spread out the cost. 

Part of the funds would come from private 
gifts. But the committee also has asked the 
School Board to provide its present “FM radio 
studios and to underwrite $75,000, or half the 
minimum annual operating cost of a TV station. 

In time. St. Louis may find some fixed 
methods for using and paying for Channel 9. 
But right now the important thing is to get 
the educational station on the air. To that end 
the School Board's help seems necessary.

However reluctant the West may seem to 
trade with Russia, or the other way around, 
this trade is growing. Yet American officials, 
William H. Stoneman reports, are not eagér to 
publicize the trade figures for fear of alarming 
Congress. 

Alarm is a poor substitute for a realistic ap- 
praisal. Congress ought to look at the facts of 
present East-West trade, and then determine 
what United States policy should be. 

After World War II, political barriers de- 
flected the traditional flow of goods across Eu- 
rope. But it would be unrealistic to assume that 
a natural flow of raw materials. and finished 
goods could be forever halted in this way. As 
Mr, Stoneman notes, Western European imports 
from Russia grew considerably last year, and 
exports to a lesser degree. 

If Congress were determined to prevent West- 


ern dependency on Russian trade, it would cer- 


tainly encourage. Western Europe to trade more 
with us. Instead, Congress has been adding spe- 
cial quotas, extra duties and shipping restric- 
tions to our tariff barriers, all in behalf of a 
nationalistic “Buy American” campaign. 
Unfortunately, the logical end of this cam- 
paign would be to keep our Western allies from 
selling enough in the United States to be able 
to “buy American” themselves. At the recent 
International Chamber of Comnferce meeting in 
Paris, European business men warned that high 
United States tariffs: would drive them east- 
ward. Some said this seemed inevitable anyhow. 


Congressional alarm would not have much ef- 
fect on this situation. After all, the United States 
itself bought more from Russia last year than 
France did, so we cannot lecture the French. 
The sensible thing would be to knock down 
some of our own-trade walls, and promote the 
commerce of the Atlantic community.

What happened to the series of arrests 
in the Ku Klux Klan flogging cases in 
southeastern North Carolina, hard by 
South Carolina's notorious Horry county, 
that came to light earlier in the year? 


Answer No. 1 came from the Columbus 
county trial in Whiteville, before Judge 
Clawson L. Williams, of 13 men charged 
with forcibly carrying a white man to a 
cemetery and there, all robed and hooded, 
beating him in the name of sobriety and 
Esoewe behavior until he was black and 

ue 


Of these upholders of civilization eight 
pleaded nolo contendere, five pleaded not 
guilty. Of the five, three were convicted, 
two acquitted. Total score: 11 convictions, 
two acquittals. Punishments for the 
charge of assault-ran from the maximum 
of two years for four prisoners down to a 
two-year suspended sentence and $100 fine 
for three men who testified for the state. 


Answer No. 2 has come out of the trial 
held in Wilmington, in Federal Court be- 
fore Judge Don Gilliam, of 11 men from 
the same Columbus county who were 
charged with kidnaping a man and a 
woman in North Carolina, forcibly carry- 
ing them into South. Carolina, thereby vio- 
lating the Lindbergh law, and there beat- 
ing them in true kluxer style, robes and 
hoods as usual, in the name of “morality.” 


Of these 11 men, four pleaded nolo con- 
tendere. The other seven pleaded not guil- 
ty and waived jury trial, leaving Judge 
Gilliam to sit in judgment on them, Of 
these seven Judge Gilliam found six guilty 
and sentenced them,: and the four who 
made no contest, from one to five-year 


' terms. Total score on this trial: 10 convic- 


tions, one acquittal. Total score in these 
two trials, state and federal: 21 convic- 
tions, three acquittals, 


Answer No. 3 will come in the disposi- 
tion of four other Ku Klux Klan flogging 
cases in which men have already been ar- 
rested, These will be tried in North Caro- 
lina courts, That brings the total cases 
tried, in progress, or scheduled to come, 
to six. It leaves eight other floggings in 

which as yet no arrests have been made. 


Answer No. 4 will come in the state’s

handling of these as-yet-unsolved eight 
cases. As to them we shall have to wait. 
But when Solicitor Clifton L. Moore, who 
prosecuted. for the state in the Whiteville 
trial, was summing up before the jury, he 
said he expected to issue warrants “within 
the next few days” for the arrest of sev- 
eral other Columbus citizens. He left .no 
doubt that he means to continue investi- 
gations and prosecutions. 


Furthermore, Federal District Attorney 
Charles P. Green, who prosecuted in the 
Wilmington trial, after hearing Judge Gil- 
liam say that Thomas L. Hamilton, of 
Leesville, S.C., grand dragon of the klux- 
ers, had sold the people of Columbus 
county “a bill of goods,” announced that 
he was studying Hamilton's activities with 
a view to prosecuting him. 

All this. adds up to a first-rate North- 
Carolina-and-Federal-Government effort to 
deal with a vicious crime wave. It is high- 
ly encouraging. 

Back of it is the deplorable fact (as 
printed) that in this one county of Colum- 
bus some 1500 suckers were induced to 
join the Klu Klux. Klan. 

That is much less than the 3000 to 5000 
reported to have paid their dies, bought 
their hoods and robes, and set up an in- 
visible empire fa Horry county, across the 
line, but it is appreciable. 

Last Autumn these Columbus county 
kluxers, perhaps joined by their South 
Carolina associates, held public meetings 
(cross ino and such braggadocio) 
which attracted some 5000 persons. Short- 
ly thereafter—and this is a fact te mark— 
the floggings in Columbus began. 


Yet there is now strong hope that the 
back of this lawlessness and violence is 
broken. There are signs that the reign of 
terror has ended. 

There is evidence that the air is cleaner, 
that men and women are unafraid, that 
even the du who paid up and ded 
in search some outlet for their emo- 
tions know (as some of them have testi- 
fied) that this is essentially a violent out- 
fit which feeds upon its own violence. 


This is an achievement 'of which North 
Carolina is entitled to fee] proud.

Panoramic Tale of the South 


THE ALEXANDRIANS, by Charles Mills. (6. P. Pub — 
nam's Sons, 675 pgs., $4.) 


For more than ten years, we are told, 


‘the perceptive novelist Mr. Mills has given 


his skills and his energies te this ambi- 
tious effort to capture oné hundred years 
of life in a more or Jess typical Southern 
town. Let it be said. at once that the re- 
sult is excellent justification of Mr. Mills’ 
time and of whatever number of hours it 
will take his readers to finish the many 
closely-written, closely printed pages. 

Here is a thick, meaty work, a panoramie - 
total of many excellences. Once the out- 
sider gets into these novelistic annals of 
a Georgia village, he will find it easy to 
surrender to an often absorbing flow of 
intermixed careers, of passing generations, 
of changing economics and changing moral 
standards, of small-town oddities in shoes, 
petty scoundrels, men of conrage, ladies 
of high mind or boudoir inclination.

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The Supreme Court on the Steel Dispute 


N his dissenting opinion, which supports President Truman’s 

seizure of the steel] mills, the Chief Justice says that “some 

members of the court are of the view that the President is without 
power to act in time of crisis in the absence of express statutory 
authorization.” And when he arrives at what might be described 
as the peroration, the Chief Justice is declaring that “the broad 
executive power granted by Article II to an officer on duty 365 
days a year, cannot, it is said, be invoked to avert disaster.” 


If that were a correct account 
of what was said in Mr. Justice 
Black's opinion or in any of the 
concurring opinions, the Govern- 


ment of the 
United States 
would indeed be 
in a sorry posi- 
tion. The posi- 
tion would be 
absurd enough 
to justify the 
Chief Justice in 
saying of his 
court that they.. 
have a “messen- 
ger-boy concept 
of the office” of 
President. No =i . 
one, however, has said or implied 
that the President cannot act to 
avert a national disaster unless 
there is express statutory author- 
ization for the measures he be- 
lieves he must take. If the dis- 
aster, which has to be dealt with, 
is of a kind which no one has 
foreseen, if therefore there is an 
absence of statutory law, there 
is no doubt at all that the Presi- 
dent could act according to his 
best judgment, that it would be 
his duty to act according to his 
best judgment, until Congress can 
convene and can legislate. 

But such an imaginary situation 
has nothing to dod with this steel 
controversy. It is the very essence 
of the controversy before the 
court that the threat of a steel 
strike was not an unforeseen 
emergency, that on the contrary it 
was the kind of emergency which 
Congress had considered at length 
and has legislated about. 


The question before the court 
was not whether the President 
could act in an emergency which 
was not already covered by ex- 
press statutory law. The judg- 
ment of the court was that there 
is an express statutory law for 
this emergency and that the Pres- 
ident has ignored it. 


Frankfurter’s View. 


This comes out plainly in the 
short and lucid concurring opinion 
of Mr. Justice Burton: “The con- 
trolling fact here is that Congress, 


within its constitutionally dele- 
gated power, has prescribed for 
the President specific procedures, 
exclusive of seizure, for his use 
in meeting the present type of 
emergency. Congress has re- 
served to itself the right to de- 
termine where and when té au- 
thorize the seizure of property 
in meeting such an emergency. 

- Mr. Justice Frankfurter, in 
his powerful concurring opinion, 
‘points out that “Congress in 
1937 was again called upon to 
consider whether governmental 
;seizure should be used to avoid 
‘serious industrial shutdowns. Con- 
‘gress decided against conferring 
‘such power generally without 
‘congressional enactment to meet 
‘each particular need. 

“Under the urgency of tele- 
phone and coal strikes in the 
,winter of 1946, Congress ad- 
‘dressed itself to the problems 
raised by ‘national emergency’ 
strikes and lockouts ...A pro- 
posal that the President be given 
powers to seize plants to avert a 
shutdown where the ‘health or 
safety’ of the nation was endan- 
‘gered, was thoroughly canvassed 
by Congress and rejected. No 
room for doubt remains that the 
proponents as well as the op- 
ponents of the bill which became 
the Labor Management Relations 
Act of 1947 clearly understood 
that as a result of that legislation, 
the only recourse for preventing 
q chit Caines See ere Cee t- % E 
after failure of mediation, was 
Cuugress. 

“Authorization for seizure as an 
available remedy for potential 
dangers was unequivocally put 
aside.

| rejected in favor of reliance on 
ad hoc legislation,*as a particular 
emergency might call for it.” 

No great and no new constitu- 
tional questions are involved, 
therefore, and there is no need 
_to argue at all what would be the 
'President’s powers if something‘ 
disastrous were happening which 
Congress had not made laws 


Congressional Authority. 


This is a case where the Presi- 
dent seized the steel mills to 
‘avert a strike after Congress had 
expressly decided not’ to give him 
the power to seize the mills. The 
law, as Congress made it in 1947, 
as Congress made it expressly 
and deliberately, was that there 
should be no seizure of the steel 
mills unless Congress gave spé- 
cific legal authority to do it. 

“Congress,” says Justice Frank- 
furter, “has expressed its will to 
withhold this power from the 
President as though it had said 
so in so many words. The au- 
thoritatively expressed purpose 
of Congress to disallow such pow- 
er to the President and to require 
him, when in his mind the oc- 
casion arose for such a seizure, 
to put the matter to Congress and 
ask for specific authority from it, 
could not be more decisive if it 
had been written into Sections 
206-210 of the Labor Management 
Relations Act of 1947.”

Fhis being the law, we must 
ask whether Congress. was right 
in refusing to authorize seizure 
to avert strikes of this sort. The 
event has shown, I think, that on 
this crucial question the funda- 
mental principle of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law is sound.

Bishop Holt -addressed gradu- | 


ating Washington University stu- 
dents at baccalaureate services in 
Graham Chapel on the campus. 
His sermon was entitled “Are W@ 
Losing Our Nerve?” — 

“The tragedy for the United 
States is that our nation suffers 
at the moment from the diseases 
of cynicism, humanism and secu- 
larism,” he said. “In an hour’ 
when God has thrust us into the 
perilous eminence of world lead- 
ership, we are, realizing to our 
shame that we lack the moral 
idealism and the religious insight 
to meet the destiny that is upon 
us.” 


A philosophy of pessimism has 
followéd, within a generation,’ 
two other philosophies of life, one 
of radiant optimism and then one 
of humanism, he said. 

“There is no doubt that. not 
only on the college campus, 
where the graduate must ex- 
change his diploma for a rifle, 
but throughout our whole society, 
pessimism is rapidly deepening 
into dispair,” he went on, 

Religion, he declared, is the 
only conceivable force other than 
totalitarianism that can “unify 
our cultural expression for cre- 
ating the:kind of world we want.” 

“Certainly, there is no other 
voice heard today that bids us 
face the future with courage and 
hope except the voice of re- 
ligion,” he said.

In- 
stead of bargaining there would 
be a calculation as to which side 
had the most to gain by the seiz- 
ure. That side would then impose 
its will. 

By refusing to authorize seizure 
in advance, Congress was sincerely 
and wisely protecting the process 
of collective bargaining.. 3 

It was insisting that the terms 

of the seizure, if that was the 
right remedy, should not be de- 
termined until Congress had be- 
fore it the reasons for the failure 
of the negotiations in a particular 
dispute.

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Take Extra 
Salt During 
Hot Weather

UMMER heat causes illness 

and death. Knowing about the 

two different kinds of heat 
illness can keep you from being a 
victim. 

Lack of enough ordinary table 
salt or a sudden stopping of 
sweating are the things you must 
watch out for. 


Heat cramp and heat exhaus- 
tion both come from lack of salt 
due to excessive hot-weather 
sweating. Heat cramp is the mild- 
est. Painful spasmodic contrac- 
tions of arm, leg, and abdominal 
muscles are the chief symptoms. 


Taking extra salt during hot 
weather will prevent heat cramp 
entirely. If it does occur, the 
sufferer must be taken to a cool 
place and given salt solution by 
mouth or, if nauseated, by injec- 
tion. 

Heat exhaustion is a more seri- 
ous form of this same illness. 
There is a shock-like collapse of 
the blood vessels to the skin and 
muscles. Here again, profuse 
sweating carrying out too much 
salt causes the illness. Vomiting, 
headache, and dizziness are all. 
symptoms of heat exhaustion. The 
skin may be bluish and is cool, 
moist, and usually pale, '

ALTHOUGH it can be fatal to 
an elderly person with other dis- 
eases, heat exhaustion does not 
kill younger, previously healthy 
people. It can be avoided entire- 
ly by eating enough salt and 
drinking enough fluid as well as 
avoiding excessive exertion and 
too much exposure to heat. When 
heat exhaustion does happen, it 
is serious enough to call the doc- 
tor without delay. \ 


The earliest sign of impending 
heat stroke is the sudden stop- 
page of perspiration after several 
days of extreme summer heat. 
When you stop sweating, your 
personal air-conditioner has gone 
on the blink. You have no other 
way to cool yourself than by 
sweating at temperatures above 
95 degrees F. 


The skin {is hot, dry, and 
flushed in heat stroke.. This is 
the key clue for distinguishing 
between heat stroke and heat ex- 
haustion. In the latter, the skin 
is moist instead of dry. In heat 
stroke, the mouth feels dry.

HEAT STROKE kills infan 
physically active adults, and ol 
people. If*the victim is lucky 
enough to recover from one at« 
tack, heat stroke is likely to oc~- 
cur again unless precautions are 
taken. Preventive measures in- 
clude lightweight, dairy clothing, 
light meals, frequent bathing, 
plenty of drinking water, and 
avoidance of exertion and undue 
exposure to heat. 


Any time anyone stops sweat- 
ing during a heat wave, you 
should put that person to bed in 
an air-conditioned room, if pos- 
sible. Use sponge baths and fans 
on the skin. If perspiration does 
not begin soon, or if fever starts, 
you should call the doctor for 
more heroic measures. Wrapping 
the victim in sheets wet with cool 
water will help prevent body tem- 
perature from rising too fast in 
the absence of sweating. 

When sweating begins and 
fever drops, then you can hope 
that recovery may occur,

Mary Ellen Bute Combines Color, 


Form and Shastakovich to Create 


New Idea in Film Entertainment

ARY ELLEN BUTE, creator of “seeing sound,” a brand new 
M idea in film entertainment, is currently being hailed as the 

originator of America’s newest art form. 

In her two short film features, “Color Rhapsody,” eae on 
Liszt’s “Second Hungarian Rhapsody,” and “Polkagraph,” done to 
Shastakovich’s “Polka” from “The Age of Gold,” now being shown 
around the country, movie audiences are discovering the novel ex- 
perience of having their ordinary perception of music through the 
ear, interpreted, enhanced and intensified by the addition of visual 


forms on the screen coinciding with the harmonies expressed in . 


sound.. Done entirely in the abstract, the films in color present, 


instead of living actors, a 


a continuously moving ‘panorama of lines, 


forms and objects which dance and cavort, merge ‘and separate, 
advance and retreat in synchronization with the musié. 

“The nice thing about ‘seeing sound’ is that the people who 
don’t take the films seriously, as something pretty advanced, find 


them amusing,” Miss Bute laughs. 


“Even gallery types can tol- 


erate the idea of dancing rhomboids and moving prisms and geo- 
metric forms because the films don’t last very long anyway.” 
The idea for “seeing sound” movies did not spring full-fledged 


into the mind of Mary Ellen Bute. 
With an amazing background of 
study in art, music,’ philosophy, 
mathematics and cinematography, 


she put in years of experiment in 
developing this new art form. 

Born in Texas, daughter of a 
Houston doctor and cattle ranch- 
er and cousin of the late Col. E. 
M. House of Woodrow Wilson. 
kitchen cabinet fame, Mary Ellen 
Was at an early age winning 
prizes for her paintings. 

“As a child my idol was Rosa 
Bonheur,” she explains. “Some. of 
my earliest recollections are of 
sketching the horses and cattle 
on my father’s ranch, I even won 
some prizes for things I exhibited 
at county fairs.” 

With the encouragement of her 
Houston art teacher, Mary Ellen 
came East to study and before 
long was seriously intent on mak- 
ing painting her career. She put 
in 10 years of study at the Penn- 
sylvania Academy ‘of Fine’ Arts, 
the Yale Drama School, the Sor- 
bonne in Paris, in Gerald: War- 
burg’s studio and at Hunter Col- 
lege. With Prof. Leon Theremin, 
who constructed a music box 
played by mere flourishes of the 
performer’s hands, she _ studied 
stroboscopics —the visual study 
of motion—and assisted Thomas 
Wilfred, perfecter of the Clavilux 
light organ used to accompany 
religious meditation with shifting 
color at St. Marks in the Bou- 
werie. 

“There were so many things I 
was trying to say on canvas,” 
Mary Ellen explains her reasons 
for continuous experimentation. 
“I wanted to originate and com- 
pose things on canvas. I became 
an impressionistic painter, then 
an abstract one. I did stream of 
consciousness things, designs and 
patterns while listening to music. 
I felt that I might be able to say 
the things I wanted to say if I 
had an unending canvas. Gradu- 
ally I came to experiment with 
light instruments and to investi- 
gate film techniques.”

UT of her long search for a 
() methoa by which she could 

express what she was “trying 
to say,” Miss“Bute evolved a new 
kinetic, visual art form—‘seeing 
sound” which unites sound, color 
and form. To her own surprise, 
she found that she had also hit 
upon a new and, as things are 
now turning out, profitable idea 
in film entertainment. Her “Color 
Rhapsody” was this year chosen 


‘by New York’s Radio City Music 


Hall to supplement that theater’s 
lavish Easter week bill. Her 
“Polkagraph” recently had its pre- 
miere at the new Sutton Theater 
here in Manhattan. Both “Color 
Rhapsody” -and “Polkagraph” are 
now being distributed to theaters 
throughout the United States. 


Actually Miss Bute, along with 
Theodore J. Nemeth, a producer 
of industrial films, who is now her 
husband, made her first “seeing 
sound” movie back in 1933. Under 
somewhat difficult circumstances, 
this first black and white short 


film was made in Miss Byte’s . 


apartment and was a_.pictorial ac- 
companiment to Grieg’s “Anitra’s 
Dance,” which Miss Bute called 
“Rhythm and Light.” It was shown 
briefly at the Music Hall as was 
her “Synchromy No. 2” based on 
the music of Wagner’s “Evening 
Star” aria from “Tannhauser.” 
Both films received good critical 
notices but no distribution outside 
New York City. Also Miss Bute 
had no third film ready to take 
advantage of this opening wedge. 

In the years since her | first 
black and white films were shown 
briefly, Mary Ellen has been hard 
at work on “seeing sound” films 
in color and now, in addition to 
“Color Rhapsody” and “Polka- 
graph,” there are three more

Contract 
Bridge

NLY a small proportion of 
bridge players can execute . 
squeeze plays, because only 
that number have a thorough un- 
derstanding of what timing really 
means. Let’s look at a pertinent 
case: 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


Let’s assume that South lands 
at six no-trump—which is cer- 
tainly.a logical contract. 

Now, first, let’s visualize the 
average declarer at work. He 
wins West’s lead of the spade 
queen with his own ace and 
cheerily starts to run the clubs. 
West shows out on the second 
round, discarding a diamond, and 
South’s jaw drops. “What a 
break!” he howls. In extreme dis- 
gust, he cashes his high cards, 
discarding indiscriminately from 
dummy, and then says, “Well, 
down one; but I show a profit on 
the deal—don’t forget my aces.” 


The profit, however, is 1740 
points smaller than it should have 
been, because the fact that West 
was squeezed to a pulp if South 
had but known it. Suppose South 
had taken the small pains to reach 
this seven-card position. 


The seven cards assigned to 
West are the best he can hold. 
Now South could, if he chose, 
execute one type of squeeze by 
leading out his losing club, then 
forcing two more discards from 
West on the K-J of diamonds, but 
South doesn’t even have to use 
this maneuver—he can merely 
cash the diamond king, and West 
is put on the spot. If West gives 
up a heart, dummy discards a 
spade; then South cashes the dia- 
mond jack for another sp. ie dis- 
card. Now he simply leads ace, 
king and a third heart, setting up 
dummy’s fourth heart. Or, if West 
elects to ditch a spade on the 
diamond king, declarer discards 
hearts from the board on this 
trick and the diamond jack, and 
sets up a long spade by leading 
to the king and giving West one 
trick in the spade suit.

I don’t know exactly why this 
has not been done. The geno- 
cide pact is an effort to pre- 
vent mass extermination in the 
future. We do not ratify it 
apparently because we are 
afraid that under it we might 
be accused of genocide when a 
lynching occurs in one of our 
southern states. At least, that 
is one of the arguments that 
has been given me against rati- 
fying. 

Secondly, the human rights 
convention is not yet written 
in its final form, and it cannot 
very well supercede our own 
Bill of Rights since it contains 
a clause which says that noth- 
ing in this covenant shall affect 
already ‘existing conditions 
which are.-better than those in 
the covenant, In any case, it 
has to be ratified by our Senate, 
and the Senate is not prone to 
ratify any treaty which is un- 
eonstitutional.

THE FINAL ATTACK in the 
leaflet is against UNESCO, 
which is accused of trying to 

“change radically our program 
of public education.” The au- 
thor thinks this is to be accom- 
plished by a series of nine book. 
lets compiled by 12 representa- 
tives of foreign nations and two 
representatives from the United 
States. The National Education 
Association has recommended 
these “dangerous” booklets for 
use in American schools, and 
this seems to the writer to mean 
the taking over of our public 
education system! It never oc- 
curred to me it could be done 
so simply and easily!

THE GOLDEN EAGLES of 
North America range from Alaska 
to Mexico: They are chiefly 
mountain birds, and some persons 
Speak of them as mountain 
eagles, Others call them brown 
eagles or black. eagles. 

Western Canada has some of 
these birds, and they have been 
reported at times in central On- 
tario, also in Nova Scotia. Now 
and then they have been seen in 
mountains of eastern parts of the 
United States, but they are rare 
east of the Mississippi river. 

The huge nests of golden eagles 
bring wonder to those who look 
at them. They are made of sticks 
and branches, and are lined with 
twigs, grass, pine needles or bits 
of bark.
